All our accounts from the interior 
concur in repmrnting the present aspect of 
nature to Ue more beautiful than for many 
year* pott. Hia Excellxhcv may, there- 
fore, be apt to judge too favourably of the 
■pantaneom fertility of our pailurage, and 
to uver-rale the capabilities of equalling 
" runs," Had hia trip been taken twelve 
muollia ago, he would have w it u cased 
• stale of things exactly the reverie. He 
would have seen the fearful ravage! of 
AuttradikB drought — wateixourtea dried 
up, herbage withered into dun, cat lie 
and sheep jKriahing with Lunger and 
ihitsl.

be remunerative tu the Crown, it must

Here is a sparkling epigram ! No 
wonder the Commissioners thuuld have 
been danrlrd wilh it. All ia not guld. 
however, that glitters. The specious ii 
not necessarily sound. The sententious 
Mr. HiMii.TON, though h*. might have 
been less pointed, would have been 
neater the truth, had he expressed him- 
self thna : ' If the purchaser pay no more 
than the bind is uorlli, ihe Clovernment 
will sacrifice ihe profits of extortion , and 
if the tJoveTiiinent realise the profits of 
extortion, the bargain will enlsii ruin on 
the pnrchoser.' But the prolila of extor- 
tion ate as ditrepulahle to Government at 
to private individuals. And they are at 
unnecessary at they are disreputable. Tht 
true policy of Government is to get (he 
watte lands peopled and .locked. Heve- 
nue will (hen follow in the natural Order 
ofevents. By lefuiing to tell hut at at 
extortionate price, the Government render 
sale impossible , and by keeping the lands 
undtr their own control, and granting 
only a permissive occupancy, they at the 
lame time discourage permanent settle- 
ment, and place themselves in a false 
position. 

w It appeart to be generally admitted," 
say the CormnisaioiierB, " that the moral 
and social condition of the aquation re- 
quire* improvement, and that this cannot 
be effected unless they enjoy greater se- 
curity of tenure than at present. ,h And 
they proceed to point out, (hat " if secu- 
rity of lenore ii to be granted to them, 
wilh the means also of pialuring ttock, 
it can only be done in one of four ways 
tcifnour' rrtturiuy tht jiritt of iimd to an 
almost nominal amount." These four 
ways are — selling the homestead, with the 
right of the run for a definite period— 
dilto for an iWr/mVe period— leasing 
part, with the same tight fur a deSnite 
period — and leasing the whole for ditto.

Such scheming it rendered neccatary by 
the Parliamentary fiction of twenty tbil- 
lings an acre. II the land is not to be 
sold but at that price, it cannot be told at 
all j and if it mutt he occupied under any 
other tenure than that of freehold, imme- 
diate or prospective, it cannot be occu- 
pied in a way condncive to the moral, 
■ocial, and political welfare of the occu- 
pants, ot to the permanent advantage of 
the Government and the colony. Any 
measure*, however, that might be adopted 
for converting squattages into freeholds, 
ought, of course, Id be to shaped as tu 
secure to existing occupant* both the 
right of pre-emption, and compensation 
for outlay in im prove menu. The iqu al- 
ien have acquired a vested interest which, 
haying been hitherto recognised and pro- 
tected by the Government, the Govern- 
ment are lonud to reaped under any 
eircum sinners.

.STEAM COMMUNICATION THE 

ROUTES. 
Ova tonltmporariea of ihe preis in South 
Australia hare hailed the offer of tteam 
communication wilh the tains fetling* of 
satisfaction and of grnlilude to tlie pro- 
jectors u we out** Item have recently ex- 
pressed, and at we believe are common to 
all our reader*. Those who thuuld lit 
incapable of appreciating such a boon 
were indeed unworthy of being the initrua 
infill i of conveying la the public that or 
any oilier momentous intelligence. But 
our brethren in Adelaide imagine that in- 
justice will be done to that sedlement anil 
ihoie in its vicinity, without any com 
pensuling advantage to those on the 
eastern cooit, by preferring, at Mr. Wiu- 
ItotM'a plan of communication does, ihe 
route from Singapore by Port Ellington 
and Turret Strait*, to that from Coy loo 
by Cape Leuwin and Bait's StraiLa. We 
have consequently been induced to revert 
to the subject, wilh the view of inquiring 
bow far this opinion it well founded. 

The Cape Leuwin toute ia ouerted 
taking Ceylon and Sydney as the ex- 
treme point*, to be shutter, or at leas I nut 
Longer, than that by Torres Slraila. 
Sujipuae we w«e to grant this, it duet nol 
by any meant follow that it ia equal tu 
the Latter in olher advantages. On Ihe 
contrary, we shall show ere we conclude 
that it it far inferior in aim on all ihr 
advantage* social, commercial, political, 
or general, which a steam line it reasona- 
bly expected to afford.

440O, by Mr. WamtOkN at 44SO miles, 
divisible into portions of 550, 1000, 000, 
and 1700 miles. 

The longer uf these stretches may he 
again subdivided, to as to reduce them 
one -half, and thus the greatest distance 
■teamed without stoppage need not exceed 
more than will occupy five days. Ctp- 
tain Kmu's estimate of distance by the 
inner passage through Torres Straits is 
however only 411>5 mi lis, and by the 
outer 4354. Besides Ihlt, from Point de 
Galle to Singapore by the Straits of Ma- 
lacca it a* nearly at we can eitimate IGS0 
miles : making the total distance 01 00 
mites, and total lime thiily-eiglil day* 
seven hours. 

The total distance by the Cape Leuwin 
route it found a* follows : — From Point 
de Galle to Swan River, KHifi milet, to 
be performed by the steamer without 
stop, and to occupy at leaat seventee 
das « eight hours, unlets one of the im- 
mense, powerful, and cBiljy North Ame 
riean liner* were pal on the postage 
from Swan River to King George 1 ! 
Sound is 900 milel, or four days sixteen 
hours ; from King George i .Sound to 
Adelaide 1 100 miles, or six daya twelve 
hours . from Adelaide to Williams Town 
SfiO mile], or three days six hours ; fioin 
Williams Town to Sydney M0 miles, or 
three days fnm hours. Cooling and de- 
livering mailt two daya twelve hours 
Total distance, 5BS0 miles; total time, 
thirty-ieven dayt ten hour*. 

The difference in favour of ihe 
ttujahern route is only ISO mile* in tpaee, 
and twenty -one hours in time.

2. To accomplish with any tolerable 
assurance of safety so Long a passage as 
from Ceylon to the west coastof New Hol- 
land, a distance exceeding any yet per- 
formed by strain at one stretch, would re- 
quire tteamera uf a draught of water un- 
au itable to the porli tu which they are 
required to touch and trade, and of a cost 
and siie unsuitable to the pecuniary 
means likely to be embarked in the enter- 
prise. They would require to dtvule a very 
large proportion of their tonnage to their 
coal* and stores. In the case of anything 
giving way , ot becoming disordered at sea. 
they would be at the mercy of ihe ele- 
ments, and might suffer teriout delay, in- 
convenience, and danger, as the conse- 
quence! of the distance alone. Mr. Ross 
toys, (hat " a vessel of 500 tun* could 
i team I0O0 mi lei without taking a fresh 
supply of fuel, auppoiuig her capacity to 
be devoted to coal." Thit gentleman, 
however, recommends vessel* of 1OO0 torn 
to tarty 500 loot of coal for the run from 
Bntavit to King George's Sound, 2000 
milei.

Tu sty the 
truth, flora the aiic of vessels which the 
Cape Leuwin pwtge would demand, 
the occasional damages could not be re-
